Gold Bond Gypsum Wallboaid is made in a variety of sizes 
and thickness (see table below), with square or tapered edges. 
Be sure to specify tapered edge board if you wish to conceal 
panel joints with Gold Bond Perforated Tape Joint System. The 
t/i" thickness is a lightweight board used chiefly over old walls 
and ceilings. 

The %" thickness is most popular for remodeling jobs. It is 
strong enough for rugged service, yet light enough for easy 
handling and application. 

Half-inch board is recommended for maximum strength and 
durability in new construction and in certain types of remodel- 
ing work. 

The core of all Gold Bond Gypsum Wallboaid consists of fire- 
proof processed gypsum rock. This is encased in a heavy, lough 
paper made in National Gypsum Company's own paper mills. 
The smooth surface takes any type of decoration after priming 
with any good primer-sealer. If wallpaper is to be used, prime 
the surface with varnish. 

Start application of board on ceiling, spanning the entire length 
or width with one board whenever possible. Begin sidewall 
application at top, not bottom of wall. 
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Horizontal application of gypsum wallboard is recom- 
mended because of fewer joints. Avoid "piecing" board 
around door and window openings, but cut such open- 
ings out of full-length panels where possible. 

Straight cuts on gypsum wallboaid can be made easily by scoring 
the surface paper with a sharp linoleum knife and snapping 
the core. To cut openings for switch boxes, or to make curved 
or irregular cuts, use a keyhole saw. Always score and saw with 
face side of board up. 

Nails should be spaced 5" to 7" apart on ceilings, and 6" to 8" 
on walls. Do not nail closer than %" from edges or ends of 
board. Use a crown-headed carpenter's hammer and drive each 
nail until the head rests in a dimple in the board surface, with- 
out breaking through the surface paper. Do not use a nail set.

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HOW TO CONCEAL WALLBOARD JOINTS 

with Gold Bond TAPE JOINT SYSTEM 




The Gold Bond Perforated Tape Joint System con- 
sists of a tough perforated paper tape containing rope 
filler and a special cement used to embed and then 
cover the tape. The tape and cement are applied in the 
channel formed by edges of adjoining hoards. Hori- 
zontal application of gypsum wallboard is recom- 
mended wherever possible, because it minimizes the 
number of joints. The Perforated Tape Joint System 
is also used to conceal end joints and nailbeads, and 
to treat inside and outside corners and curved 
surfaces such as archways.
